inal,but in order to make sure that it 
is nota copy,LordGrey is sending over 
to the United States to secure samples 
of Andre's handwriting, none of which 
can be obtained inLondon. 
The diary 


is a story ofthe campaign, day by day, 
during the years 1767-1778. Itsimply 
but interestingly toldfromthe soldier's 
standpoint, and 
is 
accompanied 
by 


Andre himself witha skillthat would 
make himthe equal ofany hydrograph- 
er of to-day. 
The diary ceases too early 


to throw any light upon the motives 
which prompted the tragic ending of 
his career, 
but it gives 
interesting 


glimpses ofthe personality of one ofthe 
historic figures of the Revolution.

Unless Generals 
Cailles and Malvar 
surrender quickly, General MacArthur 
willconcentrate a strong force ofAmer- 
ican troops and surround them.
